SYRIAN PLEDGE TO 
AID LEBANON

Syria pledged last night to extend 
immediate aid to the Lebanese Gov. 
ernment in overcoming Beirut's ci- 
vil atrife which on Wednesday trig- 
gered this year's fifth round of fac- 
tional warfare that has shattered 
the foundations of Lebanon’s politi- 
eal and economic existence. Syrian 
Premier Mahmoud Ayyoubi said 
that his government would assist 
Lebanon to recover {ta calm, stabili- 
ty and security. 

Ayyoubi made the statement after 
a four-hour visit by Lebanese Pre- 
mier Rashid Earami in Damas 
yosteuc3, Barami held talxs with 
President Hafez Assad and top off- 
cials. 

The Lebanese Premier said that 
he and the Syrians have agreed 
that the explosive situation in Le- 
banon should be dealt with imme. 
diately and decisively to avoid fur- 
ther tragedy. 

Neither the Syrian officials nor 
the Lebanese Premier said what aid 
Damascus would extend to Lebanon. 

‘Middle East observers last night 
ruled out the notion that Syria 
might dispatch troops, noting that 
such a move would be viewed with 
gravity by Israel due to fears that 
Syria might, in collaboration with 
the PLO, turn Lebanon into an 
active military front. 

Indications rather were that the 
Syrians might provide Beirut with 
military equipment, mainly armour- 
ed cars, to help Lebanon's security 
forces patrol urban areas now un- 
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der the control of private armies 
supporting warring factions compri- 
sing leftist-oriented Moslems and 
right-wing Christians. 

Furthermore, the Syrians were 
likely to use their influence in dis- 
mantling leftist militia and also 
press the PLO to evacuate its armed 
units from Lebanese urban zones.

1,000 tires to be used in 
artificial reef off Haifa

HAIFA: — Israel's first artificial 
reef, which ia designed both to at- 
tract fish and to provide an ecolo- 
gically acceptable place for disposal 
of solid waste, will be built off the 
coast of Haifa next month. 

O.H. Oren of the Oceanographic 
and Limnological Research Com- 
pany, who initiated the scheme, said 
the reef will be constructed from 
1,000 defective tires. The tires will 
be filled: with concrete and tied 
together In groups of three to gua- 
rantee they remain in place. 

The reef will be constructed in 
15-metre-deep water, two to three 
kilometres off shore, opposite Tel 
Shikmona. The reef will cover. an 
area of over 1,000 square metres.

arson bid in Jerusalem

Two teenage members of Terror 
Against Terror (TNT), Shimon Sil- 
verman and Zvi Keufman, were sent 
to jail Wednesday after the Jeru- 
salem District Court found them 
guilty of conspiracy to commit ar- 
son in the Old City. 

The two yeshiva students, both 
originally from the U.S. were ar- 
rested in the Old City on the night 
of June 15, with incendiary material 
and red paint in their possession. 
The alleged ringleader of the group, 
Shimon Lerner, 17, was acquitted. 

A press photographer, Mike De 
Castro, who was with the young- 
sters, turned State's witness and 
was released the next day. He test- 
ified during the trial that TNT was 
the “operational arm” in Israel of 
the militant Jewish Defence League. 

District Court Judge ἘΠῚ Nethan 
sentenced Zvi Kaufman, 17, to 6 
months in jail, and another 12 
mecnths suspended. Since Kaufman 
has been in custody for three and a 
half months already, he is expected 
to be released in a week or 50. 
(One-third of a sentence 15. usually 
Temitted for good behaviour.) Mor- 
dechai Silverman, 19, received eight 
months, plus 12 suspended. 

When Kaufman heard the longer 
sentence pronounced on Silverman. 
he stood up and made an impas- 
sioned plea to the court to release 
his friend cn bail while he appeals 
his sentence to the Supreme Court. 
Kaufman explained that during their 
confinement at Tel Mond prison and 
at the Russian Compound in Jeru- 
salem, they had given each other 
moral support, He said that if his 
friend had to serve apother two 
months alone, it might do him ser- 
fous damage. 

Observers said that young Kaut- 
man’s plea on behalf of his friend 
left no eye dry in the courtroom, 
Including those of the judge and 
the prosecutor. (The prosecution had 
earlier asked for the maximum sen- 
tence for both boys, which could 
have been seven years.) . 

Judge Nathan granted Kaufman's 
plea, and Mordechai Silverman was 
released immediately on 1100,000 
bail — put up by Kaufman's father. 
Silverman has 10 days to make his 
appeal, 

‘When they were first charged, 


both boys appealed to the Supreme 


Court to be released on bail pend- |, 
ing their trial, Justice Alfred Wit- || 


ken refused the plea. Both boys, 
however, were later let out on 
11400,000 bail (supplied by the 
Kaufnian family) to spend Rosh Ha- 
shana, Yom Kippur and the first 
and last days of Succot at home. 

Silverman received a longer sen- 
tence than Kaufman because he is 
older and he was caught carrying 
petrol, whereas Kaufman only had 
red paint in his possession. 

While in jail the two boys spent 
most of their time studying Taimud. 
Their allowed them to build 
8 succa in the courtyard of the 
Russian Compound jail, it is learned. 


University fees 


set at IL2,650 


University tuition fees for the 
current academic year, which he- 
gins thia month, were set at 112,650 
at a meeting yesterday between stu- 
dent representatives, Treasury of- 
ficials, members of the Council for 
Higher Education and Education 
Minister Aharon Yadlin.

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Sakharov awarded iIE™ 


Nobel Peace Prize 


OSLO (UPI). — Andrei Sakharov, 

the Soviet Union's leading human 

rights campaigner, won 

the 1975 Nobel Peace Prize for his 

“fearless effort in the cause of peace 
” 

The five-member Oslo Nobel Prize 
Committee, which selected the 54- 
year-old Soviet dissident and nuclear 
physicist, said he had not only 
fought against power abuse and vicla- 
tions of human dignity, but “with 
equal vigour” fought for the prin- 
ciple of justice for all. 

“Sakharov's personal and fearless 
effort in the cause of peace among 
mankind serves as a mighty inspira- 
tion to all true endeavours to pro- 
mote peace,” the committee sald in 
its citation. 

In addition to the prize, Sakharov 
also receives a cash award of 
$122,000 at the Nobel festivities 
December 10. 

The committee said Sakharov “has 
fought not only against the abuse 
of r and violations of human 
dignity in all its forms, but he has 
with equal vigour fought for the 
ideal of a state founded on a prin- 
ciple of justice for all.” 

Sakharov, 54, is a brilliant physi- 
cist who helped develop the Soviet 
hydrogen bomb which earned him 
the title as “the father of the So- 
viet H-bomb.” 

Be was virtually unknown before 
1968, although as early as 1958 he 
began circulating memos calling for 
8 ban on nuclear tests and in 1961 
even personally appealed to then 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev to halt 
Soviet nuclear blasts. 


Mob tosses badly beaten

LISBON (UPI). Rival mobs 
fought pitched street battles in Lis- 
bon and Oporto early yeterday that 
left a toll of one dead and more 
than 80 injured in Portugal’s esca- 
lating wave of violence. 

In Lisbon, a leftist mob of about 
50 attacked six Maoist students 
plastering a downtown square with 
Posters shortly before dawn, beat 
them senseless and threw them 
into the Tagus River. One died and 
the others were hospitalized. 

Another 64 persons needed hos- 
pital care after pro-government 
demonstrators and leftists battled 
with guns, clubs and stones out- 
side a key artillery base occupied 
by rebel troops in 

Military spokesmen said 16 others 
were injured on Wednesday when 
@ commando guarding an bar- 
racks previously occupied by the 
rebels accidentally threw a hand- 
grenade instead of a tear gas bomb 
at an anti-government crowd.

He argued for the conver- 
gence of capitalism and commun- 
ism, coupled with a more open 
society in the Soviet Union. 

Since then he has taken up the 
cause of scores of persons he con- 
Siders have been ited for 
political reasons. He was one of the 
founders of Ammesty International 
in Moscow. 

After Alexander Solzhenitsyn was 
expelled from the Soviet Union, Sak- 
harov has been considered by many 
as the leading dissident in the So- 
viet Union. 

According to the official press, the 
grey-haired, soft-spoken scientist 
“takes his cue from the most ag- 
gressive imperialist forces,” slanders 
his country and opposes detente. 
Nevertheless, he has remained a 
symbol of defiance, ingly pro- 
tected by his world-wide reputation.

PENNA (UPI). — Nazi hunter 
jimon Wiesenthal charged 

that Friedrich Peter, real of 
right-wing Freedom Party, belonged 
to a Nazi SS unit that committed 
war crimes. Peter was re-elected to 
Parhament last Sunday. His party 
won 10 seats in the 183-member 
house. 

“Peter belonged to an SS unit 
that murdered innocent people, in- 
eluding women and children,” Wie- 
senthal told a mews conference. 

Peter answered the charge by ad. 
mitting he had served in the 1st SS 
Infantry Brigade but denying he 
took part in any war crimes. 

“I did not take part in any exe- 
cutions or other reprisals,” he said 
in a statement. “T sharply reject all 


Wiesenthal pointed out that Pe 
ter in the past admitted his mem. 
bership in the SS but had always 
insisted he had fought in a unit at 
the front. 

He said Peter had kept silent 
about his membership in the first 
SS Infantry Brigade, which Wiesen. 
thal described as part of the pri- 
vate army of Heinrich Himmier, 
the chief of the Gestapo. 

Wiesenthal, head of the Jewish 
Documentation Centre here, said a 
document he discovered by pure ac- 
cident proved beyond doubt that 
Peter had been a member during 
World War Il of the ist SS Im 
fantry Brigade. 

He said the brigade took part 
in what the Nazis called a “clean- 
sing action” in occupied Russia in 
1942 that executed 10,513 persons, 
including 8,350 Jews.

For my own good I need to know 
what possible meaning 
Socialism can have when not a 
single Socialist country in all of 
Europe was prepared to come to 
the aid of the only democratic 
nation in the Middle East."

ed in London and everyone 
came. I opened the meeting by 
telling my fellow-Socialists ex- 
actly what the situation had 
been, how we were taken by sur- 

prise, fooled by our own wishful 
thinking into believing the inter- 
pretation we were given of our 
intelligence reports, and how we 
bad won the war. But it had been 
touch and go for days. 

Then I said: “I just want to 
understand in the light of this, 
what Socialism is really about 
today.

In Washington IJ spent an hour 
and a half with President Nixon. 
Afterwards the Press wanted to 
know whether Israel] was being 
pressured to make further con- 
cessions to the Arabs. I assured 
them that there had been no 
pressure. ‘If so, Madam Prime 
Minister,'’ said one of the 
reporters, ‘‘then why did you 
come to Washington?" ‘‘Just to 
find out that there is no 
pressure,"’ I said. ‘That in itself 
was worthwhile!"’ 

The text of the agreement 
between Israe] and Egypt was 
signed on November 11, 1973, at 
Kilometre 101 of the Cairo-Suez 
road by Israel's General Aharon 
Yariv and Egypt's General 
Abdel Gamasy. 

For the first time in a quarter 
of a century, there was direct, 
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me,” I asked him, ‘‘what would 
have been the reaction in 
England if something similar 
had happened to the British?" 
He, was so astonished at my 
question that he almost dropped 
his coffee cup. ‘Do you think 
things like that haven't happen- 
‘ed to us?"’ he said. ‘'That 
Churchill never made a mistake 
during the war? That we had no 
Dunkirk and 8 great many other 
setbacks as well? We just didn’t 
take things in such an intense 
way." 

But we are different, I sup- 
pose, and the word ‘‘trauma’”’ 
that was on everyone's lips all 
that winter most accurately 
describes that national sense of 
loss and injury that Crossman 
thought was so excessive. 

I was beginning to feel the 
physical and psychological 
effects of the past few months. I 
was dead tired and not at all sure 
that, in this kind of situation, I 
could ever succeed in forming 
another Government — or even 
whether I should go on trying to 
ἄο so. Not only were there 
problems from without, but 
there were also difficulties 
within the party. At the begin- 
ning of March, I felt I couldn't go 
on, and J told the party that had 
had enough. 

Still, I had to stay on as head 
of a caretaker Government until 
a new Cabinet could be formed. 
Before I finally left office on 
June 4, 1974, I was able, thank 
God, to tell the Knesset that a 
disengagement agreement with 
Syria had been concluded 
through the good offices of Dr. 
Kissinger. _ 

On June 5, that agreement 
was signed in Geneva and the 
last of our P.o. W.s returned. It 
meant more to me than I can 
ever say to have been able to 
welcome them back—though 
fewer returned from their im- 
prisonment than we had hoped. 

And then I myself went home, 
this time for good. The new 
Prime Minister of Israel is a 
sabra — Yitzhak Rabin — born 
in Jerusalem the year I had 
come to: Merhfvia. There are 
many differences between his 
generation and mine 
differences of style, of approach 
and of experience. And that is 
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how it should be, because Israel 
is a country of growth in which 
everything moves forward. But. 
these differences are not as 
significant as the similarities. 

Like my generation this’ 
generation of sabras will strive, 
\struggle. make mistakes and 
achieve. Like us, they are totally 
committed to the development 
and security of the State of 
Israel and to the dream of a just 
society here. Like us, they know 
that for the Jewish people to re- 
main a people, it is essential that 
there be a Jewish State where 
Jews can lives as Jews, not on 
sufferance and not as a minori- 
ty. I am certain that they will 
bring at least as much credit to 
the Jewish people everywhere 
ae we tried to bring. 


Law of retum 


As for me, my life has been 
greatly blessed. Not only have I 
lived to see the State of Israel 
born, but I have also seen it take 
in and successfully absorb. 
masses of Jews from all parts of' 
the world. 

When I came to this country in 
1921, its Jewish population 
amounted to 80,000 and the entry 
of each Jew depended on permis- 
sion granted by the Mandatory 
Government. We are now a pop- 
ulation of over three million, of 
whom over one million are Jews 
who have arrived since the es- 
tablishment of the State under 
Israei's Law of Return, a law 
that guarantees the right of 
every Jew fo settle here. 

Iam also grateful that I live in 
a country whose people have 
learned how to go on living in a 
sea of hatred without hating 
those who want to destroy them 
and without abandoning their 
own vision of peace. To have 
learned this is a great art, the 
prescription for which is not 
written down anywhere. It is 
part of our way of life in Israel. 

And now I have only this 
desire left: never to lose the feel- 
ing that it is I who am indebted 
for what has been given to me 
from the time that I first learned 
about Zionism in a small room in 
Russia all the way though to my 
half century here, where I have 
seen my five grandchildren 
grow up as free Jews in a coun- 
try that is their own. Let no one 
anywhere have any doubts about 
this: our children and our 
children’s children will never 
settle for anything less.

Getting out of hot water

Alarms effect 
crime rate

TEL AVIV. — The Hashmire Security 


Company on Monday unveiled three 
new types of alarm systems made in 
Israel. One system is suitable for in- 
dustry and business establishments, 
another is for private homes, and the 
third system can be attached to any 
door anywhere. 

Mr. Kadish Shermister, managing 
director of Hashmira, explained that 
up to a couple of years ago, the 
Israelis were not crime-conscious, 
and that only due to the increase in 
the crime rate do many stores and 
plants today have alarm systems.

THE DRAWN-OUT discussions in the U.S. Congress over the 


Israel, moreover, seems to have manoeuvred itself — or 
allowed itself to be manoeuvred—intoa situation in which, 
at first sight at least, it was aligned with the Administration 
against (sections =) the Congress. What secret commitments 
had been made Israel, justifiably inquisitive legislators 
wanted to know, bes though Mr. Rabin and Dr. Kissinger had 
been plotting behind their backs. 

The last thing Israel needs —- or deserves — is an erosion 
of the wide, bipartisan support it enjoys in the Congress. And, 
indeed, the facts —- all of which had been exhaustively leaked 
before the Congressional hearings — bore out none of the 
legislators’ suspicions. The commitments to Israel in the U.S.- 
Israel memorandum of agreement are, if anything, probably 
more carefully hedged than the cautious legislators had feared. 

They are not, however, quite as.unsubstantial as the Secre- 
tary of State seemed to make out in his testimony before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee this week. - 

As with some of Egypt's pledges under the interim agree- 
ment, we are here in the area where law and politics meet 
and overlap. Obviously this is no treaty in the strict, legal 
sense. At the same time, the solemn American commitments “to 
make every effort," ‘to consult,” “to coordinate,” and so on, 
contained in the memorandum of agreement are, one would 
certainly assume, much more than mere hopeful expressions 
of vague good intentions. American credibility and good faith 
are plainly engaged by these commitments. 

The extent to which they are engaged plainly depends in 
part on the legal construction placed upon them. Israel was 
led to believe that the commitments comprised an executive 
agreement on the part of the Administration. This was also 
the view of the State Department's own legal adviser only 2 
fortnight ago (though it seems to have changed since then.) 

But to an important degree, and in their political 
rather than strictly legal significance, the force and validity of 
the U.S. commitments depend on the way they are presented
